The device into which Maj. P. E. 
Hassman and MSgt. Kenneth W. 
Reeves are peering is an elaborate, 
homemade training aid recently 
introduced at Fort Knox's Armored 
School to simplify explanation of 
a nuclear chain reaction. 

In place of uranium and atomic 
reactor, the Knox apparatus uses 
90 ping pong balls and an equal 
number of mouse traps in the 
‘large plexiglass case. 

The simulated chain reaction is 


then triggers one of the traps, send- 
ing another ball hurtling off to re- 
peat the process.

“ “Phis training aid is a big suc- 
cess,” says Maj. Hassman, a mem- 
ber of the school’s faculty who de-

used the blackboard.”

THE AVERAGE funeral costs 
about $460, he explained, of which 
$200 is gross profits.

This merely compensates, however, 
for additional expenses incurred 
when an undertaker handles a 
mutilated body. 

When an undertaker cares for a 
mutilated body he may have to 
work eight hours instead of the 
normal two without any additional 
charge. Facial disfiguration, as 
caused by traffic accidents, are 
corrected through the use of wax 
or plastic. Only morticians special- 
izing in restorative art are permit-

His 
hitch in the Navy immediately 
after the war was with the sub- 
mariners. 

Berthiaume enlisted in the Navy 
four months after being discharged 
from the Marines. He volunteered 
for the Submarine School in New 
London, Conn. 

After a series of stiff physicals 
and careful examinations of his 
mental attitude, Berthiaume (then 
a Seaman Ist Class) went to school. 
With several months of class room 
work under their belt, the students 
graduated to the actual operation 
of the “pig boat.” 


PROBABLY the most interesting 
single test put to a submariner is 
his simulated escape from a sub- 
marine 110 feet below the surface. 
An aspirant has two “dry” runs, 
we at 14 feet and the other at 50 
eet. 

The trainee is placed in a com- 
partment at the bottom of an 
enormous tank. The pressure is 


‘|slowly increased until it equals 


the pressure of 110 feet of water 
or 44.4 pounds per square inch. 

The trainee then adjusts his 
Momsen Lung, which resembles a 
“Mae West” life preserver, places 
the mouth piece, adjusts the nose 
clamp and lets the water into the 
compartment. He then leaves the 
compartme carefully grasping a 
rope which runs to the surface. 
‘The rope is knotted every 10 feet. 

The Lung does not have tanks 
of compressed air like the recently 
developed “aqua lungs.” The man 
arches. his back and glides up ten 
feet to the first knot where he 
takes a deep breath and exhales it. 
The procedure is repeated until he 
reaches the top. sie:

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2024 New Quarters 
Planned for Knox 


FORT KNOX, Ky. — Construction of 2024 additional 
family quarters will soon be started here, it was announced 
last week by Maj. Gen. Charles V. Bromley, post commander, 


The new homes, which will do 


much to relieve Fort Knox’s criti- 
cal housing problem, will be built 
within two government-owned 
areas here. According to the post 
engineer, Col. Glenn A. Rafferty, 
construction is expected to be 
started sometime in September and 
may take two years to complete. 
Each family unit will cost approxi- 
mately $13,500. 

Though announcement of the ad- 
ditional housing was met here with 
enthusiasm, Col. Rafferty said the 
housing problem on the post “is 
still with us.” There are 3250 fam- 


ilies now at Fort Knox, including 
the 1700 in the Wherry housing | 
area. Approximately 6000 families 
live in quarters off post, 

About ‘7200 total family-type 
units will be needed at Fort Knox 
to “solve” the housing dilemma, 
Col. Rafferty said. The addition 
of. the 2042 family quarters will 
bring to 4600 the number of fam- 
ily-type quarters here. | 


THE HOUSING AREAS are be-' 
ing planned with space reserved 
for the future installation. of 
schools, churches and theaters. In 
addition, a shopping center to 
serve the area is being planned but 
this, Col. Rafferty said, is not part 
of the housing project. 

Houses in the Capehart project 
include both single-story duplex 
type and two floor row type. Cur- 


rently, there are 426 government- 


owned permanent family structures 
at Fort Knox, besides the Wherry 
housing. 


The Capehart bill, under which 
the housing will be built, stipulates 
that, upon completion of the con- 
struction of housing, the Army 
maintains and operates the units, 
It also assumes responsibility for 
retiring the mortgage which is ac- 
complished by applying the quar- 
ters allowance forfeited by military 
personnel and rental charges to 
civilians occupying such quarters,

Aides Told to See 
Orders Carried Out 


WASHINGTON .—Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson, in a “get tough” policy, 
told secretaries of the services to 
hold military commanders directly 
‘responsible for carrying out the 
orders Mr. Wilson issues. 

Also, he told his own Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense to make 
spot checks on whether his orders 
are being followed and the results 
obtained. 

Piqued at reports that some of 
his orders had been ignored in the 
field, Wilson set up a special six- 
man committee last October to 
recommend ways of cracking down. 

The-result is a “directive on di- 
rectives” not only demanding full 
compliance but explaining in great

THE NEW RETIRED credit law 
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does not change things for the re- 


tired person under 65. For him, 
any earned income over $900 a year 
cuts down his retired credit. 

But.the retired person between 
65 and 72 can earn $1200 (as com- 
pared with $900 previously without 
losing any of the credit. And the 
person who reaches age 72 during 
the year, or is older than that, 
keeps the full credit no matter how 
much he earns. 

Before, only those over 75 had 
the unlimited earning privilege. 

These changes apply equally to 
military and civilian retired per- 
sons. 
There is no change in the maxi- 
mum amount of the retired credit. 
It is still $240 for the taxpayer who

Phil Lindeman, chief of Army Re 
serve and ROTC Affairs. 

‘Lindeman is an administrator 
with a human touch that creates 
enthusiastic teamwork. 

Come Feb. 27 he will be 48 years 
‘old. So, in a way, this will be a 
birthday greeting to him. A gradu- 
ate of the University of Washing- 
ton, he became a Reserve officer in 
1920. Two years later he trans- 
ferred to the Hawaii National 
Guard. He is credited with having 
much to do with bringing the Ha- 
waii Territorial Guard to a high 
state of effectiveness. 

In May 1942 he was called to 
active duty and subsequently served 
in the South Pacific throughout the 
war, principally with the 25th Divi- 
sion. He took over his present as- 
signment in February 1954. 

His decorations include: the DSC, 
the Silver Star with Oak Leaf Clus- 
ter, the Legion of Merit, the Bronze 
Star Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster, 
the Air Medal, the Army Commen- 
dation Ribbon, and the Combat In- 
fantryman’s Badge.

If the officer is taking his train- 
ing with an active duty Army unit 
or command, then AR 600-15 will 
apply. Under this authority the offi- 
cer is credited with the number of 
re previously served on active 

duty in the current grade. This is 
subjected from the effective date 
of current active duty. - 

In other words, the date of rank 
would precede the effective date 
of the active duty by-as many days 
as the officer had previously served 
in the current grade. 

Last July, however, Congress en- 
acted PL 773, known as the Re- 
serve Officers Personnel Act. This 
law says that if the officer has a 
satisfactory year in the Reserve, 
and this means earning 50)points, 
he would have one year for date of 
rank purposes. It is maintained by 
some that this provision of ROPA 
cannot be put into effect until July 
1, 1956. 

A second school of thought says 
that whatever points have been 
earned in the current year should 
be credited on the active or- 
ders. If the officer has already 
earned 50 points he would have a 
date of rank of one year. 

Apparently different military dis- 
tricts are approaching the problem 
in an individual manner. Some are 
crediting the officer with the num- 
ber of paid drill assemblies at- 
tended. Others give credit for active 
duty performed prior to the con-

GCAN I or can I not take the 

picture?” ‘That is the ques- 
-tion and a rather important ques- 
tion in these days of so many 
taboos. 


Most people think that only mili- 
scenes are forbidden; however 
they couldn’t be more wrong. 
Military insfallations are usually 
forbidden, but to this you must 
include many, public buildings, 
churches or commercial areas. 
Section 781 of Title 50 of the 
United States Code says clearly, 
“It is forbidden to take pictures 
of military establishments or 
places used for. national defense.” 
Other countries are either tougher 
or more lenient depending on their 
military situation. 
Little Switzerland, which is cer- 
tainly unwarlike, still has a strong 


- ‘ban against taking pictures of their 


Army. or of any installation con- 
nected with it. 

Sweden has the same restriction 
but even includes power stations. 
We all know how taboo cameras 
are behind the Iron Curtain, in 
fact cameras have probably started 
more incidents in East Berlin than 
any other cause. 

THE PENALTY against taking 
shots of military installations in 
the various countries ranges from 
loss of the film or camera up to 
fine and imprisonment. We would 
advise you not to try to defy the 
Tules against taking pictures be- 
cause you don’t stand to gain much 
and you could lose a valuable 
camera. 

The situation regarding cameras 

churches is varied, and the 


.safest thing, if you want to avoid 


embarrassment is to ask. There 
are many churches that have no 
objection. However those that don’t 
want pictures made feel strongly 
against it. The Vatican has a strict 
rule, and checks cameras at the 
entrance. Some churches don’t 
have the checking facilities but 
depend on individual's honor. 


THE OUTSIDE of public build- 


_ Ings is generally all right and prob- 


ably there will be a sign saying 
“no photographs” if that is the 
rule. The inside might and prob- 
ably will ‘be forbidden and here 
it’s better to ask. 

Publie places like night clubs, 
circuses, theaters all have their 
own rules and there will usually 
be a note on the ticket. 

Most sporting’ events have no 


. Camera bans, but one notable ex- 


ception is the Olympics. In this case 
each ticket has a restriction against 
the taking of pictures by spec- 
tators. This is a monetary thing 
since the Olympic committee 
charges the press associations for 
photographic rights and they don’t 
want anybody to slip in on a ticket 
and come out with coverage. 


IF YOU SHOULD be taking pic- 
tures for advertising, commercial 
or publicity use, then you should 
get a release or permit to safe- 
guard yourself. You don’t need a 
written release if you take a shot 
of a person for your album, how- 
ever if you should use the same 
picture for any commercial gain, 
and this could include some photo- 

phic contests, then it would be 
tter to have written release. 

Most streets are free as well as 
parks and you can shoot there to 
content. However, 
don’t make a nuisance of yourself. 
Always act in good taste.

New Low 


FORT McPHERSON, Ga. — Third Army enjoyed its 
healthiest year in 1956, the Third Army Medical Section’s 


annual report shows. 

Hospital admission rates of 
Army personnel reached an all- 
time low. About 48,000 soldiers 
went to the hospital, a 6000 de- 
crease from 1954. 

“Healthwise this represents the 
outstanding year in Third Army 
history,” Col. R: G. Prentiss Jr., 
Third Army Surgeon, reported. 

The rate of time lost from illness 
or disease dropped considerably, 
too. Army personnel at Redstone 
Arsenal, Ala., Fort Rucker, Ala., 
and Camp Stewart, Ga., percent- 
age-wise spent less time away from 
their jobs because of illness than 
soldiers at the other Third Army 
installations. 

Col, Prentiss attributed Third 
Army’s best record to effective ap- 
plication of preventive measures 
which include sanitation refine- 
ments, immunizations, methods of 


treatment and new troop training 
techniques. 

While the all-over disease rate 
fell rags in 1955, most 
noticeable cutbacks were regis- 
tered in the incidence rate of res- 
piratory infections and intestinal 
diseases. 


SOME STATISTICS gathered 
from the Third Army survey: 

Total number of out-patient serv- 
ices rendered to all categories of 
patients eligible for Army treat- 
ment increased by 250,000 to about 
4% million. . 

Almost 13,000 babies were born 
in Third Army hospitals in 1955, 
with Fort Bragg, N. C., and Fort 
Benning, Ga., delivering almost half 
of them. This total marks a slight 
increase over 1954.

FORT JACKSON, 8. C.— 
A new 10-acre training tract 
for vehicle recovery problems 
of the wheeled vehicle me- 
chanics course at Fort Jack- 
son has attracted attention of 
several Army posts across the 
country. 

A compact, man-made package of 
giant sand hills, complete with nar- 
row roads, ravines, and seemingly 
impassable road situations, the new 
training site has drawn inquiries 
from the automotive department of 
the Infantry School at Fort Ben- 
ning, Ga., and the Preventive Main- 
tenance agency at Raritan Arsenal, 
Metuchen, N. J. 

The wheeled vehicle course, a 
part of the 516th Abn. Inf. Reg. is 
composed of trainees who were 
selected by Department of the 
Army for wheeled vehicle mechanic 
training as their second eight weeks 
of basic training. 

A week of field recovery instruc- 
tion follows seven weeks of class- 
room theory and practical work in- 
volving maintenance, repair, and 
records necessary in the operation 
of an Infantry motor pool. 

* 


THE COURSE of instruction dur- 
ing the mechanic’s eighth week, 
which he spends at the new train- 
ing area, is organized around four 
basic means of vehicle, recovery. 
Each of these means is illustrated 
over the series of sand hills which 
make up the bulk of the area. 

The first problem illustrates how 
an M-62 wrecker equipped with a 

. self-extending boom, cables, hoists, 
and.a winch recovers a vehicle 
_ which has plunged down an em- 
bankment bordering a narrow dirt 
road suitable for one-way traffic 


The second problem shows how 

’ a 2% ton truck, unable to climb a 

‘ steep hill because of wet or icy 

roads, can help itself up the hill 

without the wrecker. This truck is 

- equipped with a winch on its front 

end and, with a cable running from 

the truck around a stationary object 

eat the top of the hill and back, the 
truck can pull itself up. 


THE THIRD illustration finds 
the wrecker pulling a vehicle up 
a hill which has a ditch or a 
stream’s bank at its base. Using its 
winch, hoist, and boom, the wreck- 
er pulls the truck up the hill with- 
out damaging the vehicle’s base.

Benny Goodman arrangements used 
in the Goodman movie biography 
such as Don’t Be That Way; Stomp-

- gongs, Let’s 
Goodman sidemen such as Hymie 
Schertzer, Lou McGarity, Billy

The liner notes by Hal Webman

Navigation 
At Pole | 
Confuses 


HE ANTARCTIC CHALLENG- 
ED, by Adm. Lord Mountev- 
ans. John de Gaff, wh New 


Interest in the Antarctic is in- 
creasing, as 11 nations are prepar- 
ing to make large-scale explor- 
ations of the region during the 
International Geophysical _ Year. 
Adm. Mountevans here provides 
an up-to-date summary of what 
man has learned in his earlier 
trips toward the South Pole. 

An idea of the author’s ability 
to simplify subject can be had 
from this excerpt, which describes 
Adm. Byrd’s 1929 flight to the 
South Pole. 

“They were now. over the_pla- 
teau and well on thé way to the 
Pole. New navigational problems 
arose. In high latitudes the mag- 
netic compass, becomes unreliable 
and, between the Magnetic and the 
Geographical Poles, points north 
when the traveller is still going 
south. Instead of a magnetic com- 
pass, Adm. Byrd relied on the sun- 
compass which he had used in his 


_ Journey over the North Pole. 


“The principle of this ingeniuous 
device is that of the sun-dial .in 
reverse; the sun-dial tells the 
time, given position; the sun-com- 
= tells the position, given the 


“All lines of longitude meet at 
the Pole and the closer you get to 
90 degrees south, the less the dis- 
tance between them. This makes 
navigation confusing because the 
‘time zones alter with longitude; 
in the latitude of Little America 
the clock had to be altered by one 
hour every 180 miles travelled. As 
Adm, Byrd flew south to the Pole, 
he looked eastward out of his port 
window. Once beyond the Pole, 
on the same course he looked west- 
ward out of the same window. They 
flew out along the meridian of 180 
degrees; when they passed’ the pole 
they were on zero meridian. 180 
degrees is the international date 
line and as their course weaved to 
each side of it, they flew from. to- 
day into tomorrow and back into 
today...”

Mess tables used for cleaning 
weapons were also painted and 
covered with linoleum. Waxed and 
buffed regularly, the tables can 
be kept spotless and free of accu- 
mulation of oi} or grease. Boch- 
niewicz says that sometimes before 
an inspection men have cleaned 
weapons without soiling their dress 
uniforms,

- ALL. CLEANING equipment is 
neatly arranged in boxes, centered 
on each table fo rgreater conven- 
ience of the user. The boxes were 
made in the post hobby shop by 
the sergeant. Each table also has 
its supply of compounds for pre- 
venting rust and preserving leather 
which are kept in sealed cans to 
conform to post fire regulations. 

Training-aid charts of the various 
small arms are on the walls for 
study by new soldiers. Each chart 
is enclosed neatly in a wooden 
frame, also the sergeant’s handi- 
work, 

The job was completed without 
expense to the government. Sal- 
vaged materials were used and the 
men of the unit contributed volun- 
tarily to defray the cost of paint, 
etc. used in the transformation. 

During the time he was making 
the arms room, itself the finest in 
the’ Second Army’ Area, the ser- 
geant was also setting up a fool- 
proof ‘system of weapons control. 
His method is said to eliminate any 
possibility of error in issue and 
maintenance, and may be adopted 
by all Army units, according to 


EACH OFFICER and man join- 
ing the unit must sign an individual 
card at the time his personal weap- 
on is issued, thereby assuming re- 
sponsibility for its care. The man’s 
name and the butt and serial num- 
ber of the weapon are also entered 
on a weapons-assignment board.

weapon can be immediately deter- 
mined at any time. 

The system provides an infallible 
check to insure that each weapon 
is cleaned regularly by the respon- 
sible individual. Furthermore, all 
weapons in stock not assigned to 
an individual] are issued consecu- 
tively to guards, thus receiving 
regular preventive maintenance. 
As an additional control safeguard, 
each man to whom a weapon is 
issued must sign for it on a check- 
sheet. His name is deleted from 
the check-sheet only after the weap- 
on is returned in satisfactory con- 
dition after use. 


THE SERGEANT-ARMORER al- 
so initiated what he calls a “lo- 
eator file” for all parts in stock as 
well as the tools he uses for second- 
echelon maintenance. 

Each item is listed on a separate 
file card, both by stock number 
and official nomenclature. Also 
shown on the card are the exact 
quantity in stock and the number 
of the storage bin. In addition, 
the number, name and use are 
noted on the part itself. This “lo- 
cator file,” cross-indexed by stock 
number and nomenclature, makes 
it easy to locate any item quickly, 
and it also serves a8 a perpetual 
inventory. 

_Bochniewicz’s “outstanding meri- 
torious performance of duty” was 
recognized officially on Jan. 19, this 
year, when he was presented the 
Army Commendation Ribbon with 
Metal Pendant.

18, 1953, took three months’ train- 
ing under the War II GI Bill and 
reenlisted Nov. 12, 1953. Do I 
figure my deadline for schooling 
under the Korea GI Bill as three 
years from Aug. 18, 1953, or do I 
have a new. period of entitlement 
from Noy, 12, 1953 to the cutoff 
in 1955 with a deadline three 
years from the 1955 cutoff? 

A. Your deadline for beginning 
Korea GI Bill education and train- 
ing will be three years from your 
first discharge after Jan. 31, 1955. 
Since you reenlisted during the 
basic service period (before Jan. 
31, 1955), your subsequent dis- 
charge date applies.

in eases where families living in 
dilapidated traiters or half a quon- 
set hut are giving up $96 a month. 

On the other hand, families in 
“rental quarters” pay a set rent 
which does not always take their 
full quarters allowance—although 
the quarters may be far superior 
to some designated “public quar- 
ters.” 

Defense will cite cases to show 
that some families overseas are in 
even worse situations. For ex- 
ample, they will point out the case 
of a group of families which are 
assigned half of a quonset hut for 
which they surrender $96 of quar- 
ters allowance, plus $60 overseas 
differential. That’s $156 a month 
for half a quonset hut. 

Congress has been reluctant to 
pass a law for fear it would set a 
precedent for letting men keep 
quarters allowance in cases where 
quarters are now adequate. Mr. 
Bennett explained that the purpose 
of his bill was not to give people 
extra pay through housing allew- 
ance but rather to correct inequi- 
ties between different families. 

“Obviously,” he said, “it is unjust 
to make one man pay a good deal 
more than another simply because 
the units were built under differ- 
ent laws.” 

Present law is based on the idea 
that public quarters are provided 
when possible. Quarters allowance 
is given to men where no public 
quarters are available.

Radiological Monitoring 
School Set Up in Alaska 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.— 
A radiological monitoring school 
has been established at Fort Rich- 
ardson, to train selected personnel 
in techniques of monitor operations 
subsequent. to atomic or thermo- 
nuclear detonation where residual 


_ or lingering radiation hazards ex- 
ist. 


Under the supervision of Lt. Col. 
Olaf G. Miller, chemical officer, 
U. S. Army, Alaska, the school has 
been designed to accommodate 30 
atudents from major units in south- 
ern Alaska. Students are originally 
recommended by their parent = 
ganizations, but are required to 
have a GT score of 110 or better 
and must have more - one year 
of service remaining in the com- 
mand to be eligible to attend. Each 
class lasts one week. 

“Primary consideration in estab- 
lishing such a ae according 
to Lt. Jqseph M officer in 
charge, “is that, since Tadiation 
emanating from nuclear explosions 
cannot be detected by the physical 
senses, it is essential that we have 


personnel in this far northern de- 
fense perimeter who are adequately 
trained in the operation of such 
instruments as the Geiger-Mueller 
counter so that radiation hazards 
can be detected and measured. This 
-information would then be used by 
‘commanders in their tactical and 
damage control operations.” 


IN THE SCHOOL, students are 
initially taught some basic concepts 
of nuclear physics so that radia- 
tion itself is understood. Physio 


logical effects, or the manner in[{ 


which radiation attacks the body, 
are stressed to give the student an 
appreciation of the importance of 
recognizing radiation hazards in 
the field. The next phase of in- 
struction includes types of detec- 
tion equipment, when and how they 
are used, and the mechanical oper- 
ating principles of the instruments. 

Finally, students are taught how 
to act as monitoring teams, record- 
ing and reporting procedures, and 
how to establish control centers 
and communications.
